THAT COMMERCIAL TELEGRAM REQUESTING THES

DETAILED LETTER FOLLOWS. 

2. JUSTIFICATION OF NEED FOR REQUESTED EQUIPMENT: 

A. MICROSCOPE (LEITZ WITH ACCESSORIES): 

IT IS NEEDED FOR MICROSCOPIC DIAGNOSES OF CYTOLOGIC, HISTOPATHO- 
OGIC AND CHROMOSOME ABERRATIONS SEARCHED FOR IN DIRECT SPECIMENS 
OR CULTURED CELLS OBTAINED FROM ABNORMAL CONCEPTION PRODUCTS, 

FOETAL CELLS OF HIGH RISK PREGNANCIES, MATERNAL AND NEONATAL 
BLOOD CELLS. IT IS ALSO NEEDED FOR ROUTINE MICROSCOPIC 
EXAMINATION OF VAGINAL SMEARS AND UTERINE CURRETTE BIOPSIES. 

B. SAMPLE PROCESSOR-AUTO ANALYSING SYSTEM: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR ASSAYING BLOOD SUGAR, ELECTROLYTES, UREA, CREATINE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROTEINS, SPECIFIC HORMONES AND SPECIFIC VITAMINS FOR SELECTED 
MOTHERS AND THEIR OFFSPRING AMONG THE DIFFERENT HIGH RISK CATEGORIES. 

C. ISOELECTRIC FOCUSSING SET: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR DEFINING THE DIFFERENT VARIANT PROTEINS' PHENOTYPES 
(TISSUE AND HUMERAL) SEARCHED FOR AS GENETIC MARKERS (ENUMERATED 
IN PROTOCOL) IN HIGH RISK PREGNANCIES WITH IDENTIFIABLE SPECIFIC 
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MALFORMATIONS. 

D. HIGH VOLTAGE ELECTROPHORESIS SET: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR IDENTIFICATION IN BODY FLUIDS, CELL EXTRACTS OR 
TISSUES OF ABNORMAL LEVELS OF AMINO ACIDS, ORGANIC ACIDS, 
LIPOPROTEINS AND SPECIFIC NUCLEOTIDES AND FOR PEPTIDE SEQUENCING 
OF SPECIFIC PROTEINS IN SEARCH FOR POSSIBLE INBORN METABOLIC ERRORS 
IN SELECTED FAMILIES OF REPEATED ANOMALOUS CONCEPTIONS OF 
UNDEFINED ETIOLOGY. 

E. ULTRASONOGRAPH MACHINE: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR THE EARLY DETECTION OF GROSS MALFORMATIONS AND 
WILL BE USED ROUTINELY FOR ALL CONCEPTIONS OF HIGH RISK FAMILIES 
PARTICULARLY THOSE WITH KNOWN HISTORIES OF PREVIOUS DELIVERY OF 
NEURAL TUBE DEVELOPMENTAL DEFECTS. 

F. MICROTOME: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR THE PREPARATION OF SPECIMENS FROM ANOMALOUS 
CONCEPTION PRODUCTS FOR HISTOPATHOLOGIC STUDIES. 

G. RESSUSSITATORS: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR ANY EMERGENCY RESSUSSITATION OF NEW BORNS THAT 
HAVE TO BE TRANSFERRED FROM THE SATELLITE CENTRES IN UPPER AND 
LOWER EGYPT TO AIN-SHAMS HOSPITALS. 

H. MICROBUS: 

IT IS NEEDED FOR TRANSPORT OF THE WORKING STAFF TO THE FIELD OF 
STUDY AS WELL AS TRANSPORT OF CASES WHICH NEED TO BE TRANSFERRED 
TO AIN-SHAMS HOSPITALS.
